McCloskey spoke out shortly 


after the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee agreed to consider an 
impeachment resolution against 
Douglas. 
Chairman Emanuel 


Cellar, D*N.Y,, promised a full 
and impartial inquiry by a spe- 
cial five-member subcommittee. 


Should the panel refuse to 


send the resolution to the floor, 
a second resolution calling for 
an investigation by a special 
committee 
selected 
by the 


speaker Is still alive and could 
be activated at any time, 


Ford, 
following the Cellar 


panel's action, said he still pre- 
ferred the select committee ap- 
proach, which would have three 
Republicans and three Demo- 
crats, to the 3-2 Democratic con- 
trol of the judiciary panel. 


Although 
many Republicans 


have said privately Ford was 
making a mistake in leading the 
charge against Douglas, Mc- 
Closkey, a 42-year-old second 
termer, was the first to speak 
out publicly. 


He read a 26-page speech that 


amounted to a legal brief oppos- 
ing the case Ford made against 
Douglas 
in 
a 
speech last 


Wednesday. 


The crew cut ex-Marine, who 


taught ethics in law school and 
edited the ethics handbook of 
the California Bar Association, 
disagreed with Ford that an 1m- 
peachable offense "is whatever 
a majority of the House of Rep- 
resentatives considers it to be at 
a given moment in history." 


"If this concept is accurate," 


said McCloskey, "then of course 
there are no limitations on what 
a political majority might deter- 
mine to be less than good be- 
havior." 


McCloskey said all but one of 


Ford's charges dealt with the 
71-year-old 
justice's political 


philosophy and utterances, or 
with behavior having no bearing 
on his judicial conduct. Such 
facharges are not proper ground 
»*for impeachment, he said. 
,,, 
The one charge dealing with 


judicial conduct, and therefore 
the most serious, said Mc- 
Closkey, 
was 
that Douglas 


failed to disqualify himself in a 
case brought before the Su- 
preme Court by a magazine 
publisher from whom the justice 
had received a $3 50 author's fee. 


"Reasonable minds may dif- 


fer on this point," he said, "but 
standing alone it would hardly 
seem to justify the serious con- 
sideration of impeachment." 


McCloskey found another Re- 


publican supporter when he fin- 
ished his speech. Rep. Charles 
W. Whalen Jr. R-Ohio, agreed 
with McCloskey that no evi- 
dence warranting so serious a 
step as impeachment had been 
presented yet.

WASHINGTON (AP) « The 


government has Initiated the 
voluntary market removal of 
13,9 million servings of a nation- 
ally known soup mixture be* 
cause of food poisoning danger. 


Also since January, It has 


spurred 
industry recalls of 


334,000 
pounds 
of popcorn 


packed by a Milford, 111., firm; 
of 24,000 nationally distributed 
frozen strawberry pies manu« 
factured by a Columbus, Ohio, 
baker; and of 2,000 cases of a 
name4>rand candy. All were 
contaminated with insect or ro- 
dent material, or both. 


Other food items recalled In 


the past three months because 
of 
contamination in 
certain 


brands and lots include dried 
eggs, anchovies, noodles, rai- 
sins, frozen fried chicken, pean- 
ut butter, pimentos, pizzas and 
cooked mushrooms. 


The recalls are never totally 


successful, 
according 
to a 


spokesman for the Food and 
Drug Administration. Some of 
the products are purchased and 
consumed. The agency can't 
specify how many. 


"Today's 
scientific 
knowl- 


edge, 
working through good 


laws to protect consumers, as- 
sures the safety and wholesome- 
ness of every component of the 
American food supply," says 
the FDA, and indeed the great 
majority of foods, health sup- 
plies and cosmetics sold to the 
public are safe and wholesome. 


The National Academy of Sci- 


ences says, however, FDA in- 
spects only 40 per cent of the 
64,000 interstate food processing 
plants subject to federal check- 
ing, and the agency itself esti- 
mates that 20 per cent of the 
plants are in substantial viola- 
tion of government standards. 


The most spectacular recall 


this year has been the 13.9 mil- 
lion servings of these nationally 
distributed, 
cartoned, 
Lipton 


soups: Perky Noodle Soup Mix, 
Chicken Vegetable Soup Mix, 
Ring-Q-Noodle Soup Mix With 
Real 
Chicken Broth, Giggle 


Noodle Soup With Real Chicken 
Broth—test marketed In New 
England only—Beef Flavor Noo- 
dle Soup With Vegetables. 


All the soups were contami- 


nated with a bacteria called sal- 
monella that can cause food poi- 
soning.' 
The! organism 
was 


traced to the manufacturer of 
the noodle soup used in the Lip- 
ton mixes. 


Lipton is recalling the mixes 


from 
retail shelves, but the 


FDA estimated that between 15 
and 20 per cent remained on the 
market as of last week. 


The FDA's weekly recall re- 


ports for this year show such 
other health-related product de- 
fects as: 


— 21 instances of contaminat- 


ed batches of cosmetics, versus 
11 in all of 1969. Most of the con- 
taminants found, among other 
places in eye liner and cologne, 
were bacteria that can cause 
skin infections. 


— Candle holder whose base 


explodes when the candle burns 
low. 


— Drugs of varying potency 


that were mislabeled, encased 
in tubes that leaked or lacked 
an essential ingredient. 


— Such supposedly sterile hos- 


pital supplies as sponges, scal- 
pels and catheters that were 
contaminated.

warned against eating a brand 
of prepared pizzas distributed 
by the Roman Inn Pizza Co., 
throughout the upper Midwest. 


The FDA said mushrooms in 


some of the 80,000 "Roman De- 
luxe Italian Brand" pizzas pro- 
duced this month are suspected 
of causing botulism, an acute 
food poisoning that can be fatal. 


Roman Inn Pizza has been re- 


calling the pizza, the FDA said, 
but "since distribution has been 
so widespread and has gone on 
for 
several weeks a public 


warning is considered neces- 
sary." 


The 24,000 Mountain Top Fro* 


zen Strawberry Pies were re. 
called, the FDA said, because of 
"rodent contamination of fruit 
used as a raw material." 


The recall of 2,000 cases of 


Russell Stover Candies d{strib* 
uted in Missouri, Nebraska and 
Indiana was caused by "rodent 
and insects infestation of plant 
and rodent and insect hairs and 
fragments found In samples," 
the FDA said. 


The agency attributed the re* 


call of the 334,000 pounds of pop* 
corn to "rodent contamination 
of plant and product." The pop. 
corn is packaged un4er these la* 
bels, according to the FDAs

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon urged Congress to- 
day to authorize federal loans to 
communities 
suffering 
major 


disaster so they can make up 
losses of property tax revenues. 


In a special message, Nixon 


said the general framework of 
current federal disaster relief 
programs is effective but de- 
clared that "a number of im- 
provements are in order." 


One of his principal recom- 


mendations was for low-interest 
loans to offset destruction of a 
substantial part of a communi- 
ty's property tax base. 


Nixon also called for improve- 


ments in the disaster loan pro- 
grams of the Small Business 
Administration and the Farm- 
ers Home Administration. 


"The 
r e c o m m e n d e d 


changes," he said, "would pro- 
vide for improved refinancing, 
payment deferral, and forgive- 
ness arrangements and would 
assure disaster loans to older 
citizens." 


The chief executive also asked 


the Congress to expand federal 
authority to permit permanent 
repair or full replacement of 
central public facilities dam- 
aged by disasters. 


And he asked for a two-year 


extension of a program making 
unemployment 
compensation 


available 
to individuals made 


jobless because of a major dis- 
aster. 


Other provisions in the legis- 


lation Nixon seeks would speed 
federally aided removal of de- 
bris from private property when 
it is in the public interest, sim- 
plification of laws allowing the 
government to provide tempo- 
rary housing or other emergen- 
cy shelter, and new emphasis on 
disaster prevention. 


Nixon, by executive order, 


created a National Council on 
Federal 
Disaster 
Assistance 


made up of senior officials of 
agencies involved in such ef- 
forts. 


Also, he said, "We are devel- 


oping plans to provide 'one stop' 
service to individuals in disaster 
areas so representatives of fed- 
eral agencies and the Red Cross 
would be available at a single 
assistance center. 


The message revealed, too, 


that Nixon has ordered a com- 
prehensive study of property in- 
surance coverage for disaster 
situations, to be completed by 
the end of the year,

An Air Force RF4 reconnais- 


sance Phantom jet with two 
men aboard has been missing 
since Thursday, but the loss was 
not disclosed until today be- 
cause the search for the two 
men was still going on.

bodian border in the western 
Mekong Delta, 103 miles west of 
Saigon. The U.S. Command said 
the observation craft was shot 
down a mile from the Cambo- 
dian border, and ne crewman 
was wounded.

QUESTION: My mouther lives 


in a small town which does not 
have a social security office. How 
can she find out where and when a 
social 
security representative 


will visit in her area? 


ANSWER: She should check 


with her local post office where 
a schedule should be available 
showing the date, time, and place 
of visits by the social security 
representative. 


QUESTION: I plan to move to 


another city. If I leave a change 
of address with the post office, 
will this 
be enough to have 


my address changed on my social 
security checks? 


ANSWER: 
No. Although you 


should leave a changed of address 
with the post office, you should 
also notify the social security 
office of your new address. 


QUESTION: My husband will 


be 65 in June. He plans to con- 
tinue working and says he will 
not be eligible for Medicare since 
he earns too much to receive 
social security monthly benefits. 
Is this correct? 


ANSWER: No. A person is 


eligible for Medicare at age C5 
even though he continues work- 
ing and does not receive month- 
ly benefits. Your husband should 
file a claim before June 1st to 
establish his eligibility for Medi- 
care. 


QUESTION: 
The "Explana- 


tion of Benefits1' form I recei- 
ved from Medicare shows that 
my doctor filed a claim lor of- 
fice visits in October, Novem- 
ber, and December 1%9, I do 
not recall a visit to the doctor's 
office since July 1969, Could 
you explain the reasons for this? 


ANSWER: 
A clerical error 


may be Involved in this case, but 
we will check this out for you.

should carefully check all "Ex. 
planatlon of Benefits"

sent them. If the notice appears 
to be incorrect it should be re» 
ported to the social security 
office immediately. 


QUESTION: 1 will be 65 in 


June this year and my wife 
is a year older, I have paid

security stalled, If I retire and 
start my benefits the month I 
am 65, how much will my wife 
and I receive? 


ANSWER: Your monthly payr 


ment will be $189,80 and your 
wife's payment will be $94.90, 
or a combined total of $284.70 
a month. This includes the recent

Corpus Delicti 


Suppose that a man walks into 


the police station one day and 
announces that he has committed 
a murder. He says he hid the 
body in the woods, but can't re- 
member where. If no corroborat- 
ing evidence can be found, may 
the man nevertheless be sent to 
jail for homicide? 


No, because the case against 


him lacks a "corpus delicti." And 
without that, generally speaking, 
there can be no conviction for a 
crime. A confession might be

On the second night of art 


ocean voyage, n member of tta 
crew vanished from the ship. An- 
other seaman, charged later with 
murder, defended himself OH the 
ground (hat the missing man's 
body was never found— hettce, 
there was no corpus delicti, 


However, the prosecutor coun- 


tered with the following points'. 


1) that the defendant had been 


alone on the deck with the miss-* 
ing man just before he dissap- 
peared; 


2) that the deck bore fresh 


bloodstains: 


3) that a bloodstained knife 


had been found in the defend- 
ant's possession; and 


4) that the missing man should 


be presumed dead, because there 
had been no other vessel nearby 
that could possibly have picked 
him Up. 


The court thereupon ruled that, 


even with no body, there was still 
a corpus delicti— that is, a body 
of evidence indicating that the 
dastardly deed had been done. 
Result: the defendant was found 
guilty of murder.

system would not be ready, 


the three Safeguard antimis- 


sile sites proposed now by the 
Nixon administration would de- 
fend only part of the United 
States against a Chinese attack, 
Laird told the House defense ap- 
propriations subcommittee Feb. 
27. 


He said all 12 planned Safe- 


guard sites would be needed for 
full protection against a Chinese 
attack although a lesser number 
would give the entire continen- 
tal United States a "very light 
area protection." 


"But if the Chinese threat 


came into being as early as 
1973," he said in reply to a ques- 
tion, "there would be a gap of 
several years during which the 
Chinese could threaten nuclear 
blackmail against us." 


He said the first site in the 


Safeguard system, which also is 
designed to protect U.S. retalia- 
tory missiles but not U.S. cities 
against a massive Soviet attack, 
is now expected to be in opera- 
tion in 1974. 


In other highlights of the testi- 


mony by Laird and the nation's 
top defense officials at the se- 
cret hearings: 


-Laird 
said 
the Soviets' 


present missile buildup could 
put them In a position to gamble 
on a surprise nuclear attack aft- 
er 
1975. The United States, 


therefore, must make hard deci- 
sions by 1972 at the latest on 
how far to expand its defenses. 


— Laird said President Nix- 


on's plan now Is to leave a force 
of fewer than 60,000 U.S. mili- 
tary advisers in Vietnam but, as 
in the past, gave no indication 
on how soon that could be. 


— Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, out- 


going chairman 
of the Joint 


Chiefs of Staff, said he has no 
fear of a South Vietnam surren- 
der 
when U.S. troops leave 


"barring one thing, and that ' 
would be the disintegration of 
the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment." He and Laird expressed 
confidence there will be no such 
disintegration.

Bishops Don't 
Want Priests 
in Politics

The nation's Roman Catholic 
bishops don't want priests to 
run for political office. Some 
are seeking congressional seats 
this year for the first time in 
American history. 


Heads of dioceses' 'should dis- 


courage any priest from seeking 
public office," said a report ac- 
cepted without dissent Tuesday 
by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. 


The report, drawn by a com- 


mittee on pastoral practices 
headed by Archbishop Paul F. 
Leibold of Cincinnati said Canon 
Law 139 disapproved of clergy- 
men entering political contests. 


Archbishop Philip M. Hannan 


of New Orleans, head of an in- 
formation committee, said how- 
ever 
that exceptions 
can be 


made with approval of the head 
of a diocese or religious order. 


It's the first timo for Catholic 


priests to make such congres- 
sional bids, although one was 
appointed to Congress in 1822, 
and many Protestant clergymen 
have held congressional seats. 


Canon Law 139, while not ab- 


solutely prohibiting priests from 
such activity, says it "is not 
supposed to be undertaken ex- 
cept where the Interests of the 
Church are concerned." 


The report said the Second 


Vatican Council's documents on 
the laity and the Church In the 
modern world also "seemed to 
discourage" priests from enter- 
ing political races.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A spe- 


cial Senate committee opening a 
six-month probe of the effects of 
segregation on American socie- 
ty has heard testimony that rac- 
ism has contributed significant- 
ly to the revolt of white, mid- 
dle-class youths. 


"There is strong evidence to 


suggest that segregation dam- 
ages the privileged, 
middle- 


class white child," Negro psy- 
chologist Kenneth Clark told the 
Senate Select Committee on 
Equal Educational Opportunity 
Monday. 


Citing the hippie movement, 


the drug cult, the hostility and 
random destruotiveness of the 
New Left and the increasing re- 
bellion against parental and oth- 
er authorities, 
the noted psy- 


chologist added: 


"The rebellion is symptomatic 


of a profound moral conflict and 
distrust and rejection of authori- 
ty as morally hypocritical by 
these young people. 


"It is a rejection of moral 


values of our society. It is a re- 
jection of reason itself. 


"I view it as an attempt to 


ease the personal guilt which a 
racist society imposes on moral- 
ly sensitive individuals," he 
said. 


Clark, a professor at the City 


University of N«w York, told 
the panel the symptom s of a 
moral breakdown— drugs, vio- 
lence and hippie life-styles— "do 
not appear in the majority of 
American white youths." 


But the majority have suf- 


fered damage, he said. 


"The majority accepts the ra- 


tionalizations, excuses and pre- 
judices 
of American society. 


They have accepted a philoso- 
phy which rejects morality as 
irrelevant," he explained. 


If all Americans could under- 


stand this problem, he said, 
"they would make it their first 
business to find ways to protect 
their children from this destruc- 
tion of their humanity." 


Clark added that he was con-

Rocky Mountain spotted fe- 


ver is proving to be a mis- 
nomer in that it has recently 
been r e p o r t e d in several 
Midwestern and E a s t e r n 
states. It is caused by a ini- 
c r o o r g a n i s m that is only 
slightly larger than a virus— 
Rickettsia rickettsii—and is 
transmitted by the bite of a 
tick. Many doctors prefer to 
call this disease tick-borne 
typhus. Wood ticks carry the 
germ in the Southwest and 
dog ticks in the East. Spring 
and summer are the seasons 
of greatest risk. 


From t h r e e to 10 days 


after-the; tick bite;-the vic- 
tim gets a headache, chills, 
fever and muscular aching 
in the arms and legs. Some 
three to six days after the 
onset, a rneasieslike rash 
and extreme exhaustion de- 
velop. Early treatment with 
aureomycin or terramycin 
will bring about a prompt 
cure of this very serious dis- 
ease. 


The best treatment, how- 


ever, is prevention. When 
traipsing around in a tick- 
infested area, you should 
wear hunting boots and a 
shirt with tight cuffs. Your 
outer garments 
should be 


impregnated with a tick re- 
pellent, such as diethyltolua- 
mide or dimethylphthalate. 
At the end of the clay, make 
a careful search of your 
body for ticks. A t t a c h e d 
ticks should be r e m o v e <1 
gently with a forceps. A 
quick tug may leave the 
head imbedded in your skin. 
Don't crush the tick, as this 
may leave germs on your 
fingers—burn it instead. The 
point of attachment should 
be swabbed with alcohol or a 
strong antiseptic. 


A protective vaccine 
is 


available. To be effective, it 
must be taken four or five 
weeks before exposure but 
the immunity is short-lived 


Q—in a recent column, you 


advised against washing an 
electric blanket in an auto- 
matic washer or having it 
dry cleaned.

A—Your best bet is to pro- 


tect the blanket from foecom-

sible. When you feel that it 
must be cleaned, wash it 
gently by hand and let it 
drip dry. Wringing or squeez- 
ing it or w a s h i n g it in a 
washing machine may cause 
breaks In the wiring and lead 
to a short circuit and pos- 
sibly fire. Dry cleaning may 
damage the insulation.
